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AT 1.59 P.M. ON JUNE 8, 1907, 
two Isracti Mirage fighters, followed 
by Super-Mystére jets and torpedo 
boats, attacked the USS Liberty off 
the coast of the Sinai peninsult. One 
hour ami 20) minutes buter, the 
Isruelis realized that the ship they 
had allucked with efticieut ruthless- 
ness wis an American vessel. Two 
hours before the attick, the Liberty 
had been a sophisticated 
inteltigence-gathering ship, now it 
was a burning hulk. with 34 af its 
crewmen dead and scores injured. 

Was the Liberty allacked inten- 
tionally? Seventeen years later, the 
question remains open. Countless 
magazine urticles and several books 
- one by an eyewitness to the 
events—have been wrilten about the 
incident, but the mystery remains. 

The following account of what 
happened to the Liberty an Lune & is 
based on unedited, previously un- 
published material retrieved by the 
authors over the past 10 years from 
fsracti naval sind air force archives 
and on transcripts from two internal 
Isracl Defence Forces ([DF) inves- 
tigations into the affair which remain 
classified. 

Since June of 1967. when the IDF 
reported to the U.S. the results of a 
preliminary investigation into the 
attack, Isracl hus remained silent, 
On Junc 1, 1967, Israel's umbassa- 
dor in Washington sent a formal 
apology to the secretary of state, 
calling the atlick a “tragic ucci- 
dent.” 

The American reply, sent the 
same day, was terse; “At the time of 
the attack the USS Liberty was flying 
the American flag arid its identifica- 
tion was clearly indicated in large 
white letters and numerals on its 
hull, It was browd daylight and the 
weather conditions were excellent.” 

The reply went on to document 
Israeli reconnaissance: missions over 
the ship before the attack, con- 
(inuing: “Accordingly, there is every 
teason to believe that the USS Liber- 
ty was identified, or at least her 
nationality determined, by Jsracli 
aircraft approximately one hour be- 
fore the attuck."” 

The initial explanation of the 
allack came in ἃ preliminary report 
telephoned on June Ὁ to Comman- 
der Ermest Cari Castle, the naval 
attaché at the American Embussy in 
Tel Aviv. Isracl claimed that the 
Liberty had not been flying the U.S. 
flag at the time of the attack and that 
ithad been in waters declared closed 
to neutrals by Egypt, the main Arab 
combatunt in the desperate three- 
front war that Isracl was then en- 
baged in, 

Toward the end of June, the 
Israeli military released to the 
American government, again 
through Castle, the findings of an 
(DF Commission of Inquiry into the 
attack, which admitted error, but at 
the same time decided that the 
attack had not been a delibernte one. 

commission found that the ship

The Liberty's dead have 
tong been buried, and Israel has paid 
compensation to the bereaved fami- 
lies and the injured; but the Liberty's 
ghost will, somehow, not be given

up. Bumper stickers on cars and 
trucks in the U.S. still proclaim, 


“Remember the Liberty.” And on: 


the 17th anniversary of the Liberty 
incident, The New York Times car- 
ried an advertisement, sponsored by 
America First, Inc., that read: “In 
memory of USS Liberty. On this 
day: June 8, 1967, 34 American 
sailors killed, 171 wounded, in a 
deliberate attack by Israeli jets and 
torpedo boats." Plainly, some 
groups, believed by Israeli intelli- 
gence to be funded by the Arabs, 
want to keep the issue alive. 

_ Stephen Green's Taking Sides, 


published earlier this year, and simi- 
lar books continue to propagate the 
theory, presented as truth, that the 
Liberty was wacked because the 
Israclis feared she would hamper 
their military goals. 

Some variations on the theme 
have been fantustic in their inven- 
tiveness. For example, a 1976 article 
published in Peathouse claims that 
the Israelis, worried that the Liberty 
would intercept an Israeli electronic- 
intelligence effort to “manipulate” 
Phone conversitions between 
Egypt's President Nasser and Jor- 
dan’s King Hussein, decided to des- 
troy the ship. Isracli intelligence, the 
article claims, had plugged inte a 
telephone line connecting Nusser tu 
Hussein and was distorting the 
Egyptian president's conversations 
with Hussein so as to give the im- 
Pression that the war was going well 
for the Egyptians. 


TIIE DECISION to dispatch the 
Liherty -- officially described by the 
U.S. Navy as a technical research 
ship, but known to one and all to be 
a spy ship -- from off the west coast 
of Africa to the Mediterninean was 
controversial from the = start. 
Against a backdrop of rising tension 
in the Middle East, the Defence 
Department, wanting intelligence in 
the imminent war, ordered the 
Liberty to leave Abidjan. in the 
Ivory Coast, in late May of [967 for 
Rota in Spain. 

After taking on supplies, three 
marines, two Navy petty officers 
(both were killed in the attick), «nd 
three civilian specialists in the Rus- 
sian language, the ship wits to pro- 
ceed to the eastern shore of the 
Mediterrancan. The crew was 
ordered to hold ἃ course that would 
bring the ship to within 13 miles of 
the Sinai peninsula, where Israeli 
and Egyptian forces were expected 
to he svon Jocked in battle. 

The decision was taken aguinst 
the opposition of Francis A. Raven, 
a senior official in the National 
Security Agency, who argued that 
the Liberty would be defenceless 
and vulnerable so close to a poten- 
tial war arena. 

Raven was not alone. According 
to James M. Ennes, Jr., who wus an 
Officer assigned to cryptolugic 
duties on board the Liberty: 

“From the beginning there was 
great fear among the crew that these 
orders were unwise, that tempers 
were too hot to permit a lightly 
armed, neutrat intelligence vessel to 
patrol casually within sight of what 
could very soon develop into full- 
scale war. Officers tried to reassure 
the chiefs, chiefs tried to reassure 
the men, and we all tried to reassure 
each other, but everyone was un- 
easy about this assignment.” 

The ship's captain, Commander 
William L. McGonagle, was also 
uneasy about the assignment. Like 
the other officers on board, he was 
convinced that if war broke out, 
either the ship’s orders should be 
changed or an armed escort should 
be provided, 

When war did break out, on june 
5, and neither a change in orders nor 
an escort materialized, McGonagle 
drafted ‘an appeal to Vice-Admiral 
William Inman Martin, the com- 
mander of the U.S. Sixth Fleet, who 


‘had assumed operational control of 


‘the Liberty when the ship entered 
the Mediterranean, that a destroyer 
be sent to within five miles of the 
Liberty to provide protection and to 
act us an auxiliary communications 
centre. Martin denied the request 
on June 6. From then on, # tattoo of 
errors, both American and Isrueli, 
commenced to guide the ship to- 
ward catastrophe. 


FOR THREE DAYS, from June 6 
to June 8, messages to and from the 


Liberty disappeared inio a com- 
munications fabyrinth, One of the 
world’s most sophisticated com- 
munications vessels was aot able to 
communicate with those responsible 
for her operation and safety. A 
message from Vice-Admiral Martin 
ordering the Liberty τὸ “maintain a 
high state of vigilance aguinst attack 
or threat of attack” and to “report 
by flash precedence any threatening 
or suspicious actions’ never ar- 
rived. Neither did u crucial message 
sent by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, ut 
the request of the Defence Depart- 
ment, Which directed the ship to 
remuin at least 20 miles off the 
Egyptian coast. 

“The message [did not] leave the 
JCS communications centre for 14 
hours.” according to Ennes. “When 
it was finally transmitted, it was sent 
in error ta che Naval Comnuutica- 
tion Station in the Phitippines." 

Finally, a message from the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, telephoned at 2 
a.m. (ship's time) on the moming of 
June & -- exactly 12 hours beture the 
vessel was attacked -- which ordered 
the Liberty to steam at least HK) 
tiles from the cost, was lost as 
well, It was delayed for four hours 
by a duty officer nt the Londan 
heudquarters of Admiril John 5. 
McCain, Jr., the commander in 
chief of U.S. naval forees in 
Europe. Another copy passed from 
the Joint Chiefs to the armed forces 
headquarters in Europe, again to 
Admiral McCain's office, on to 
Vice-Admiral Martin, and from 
there into oblivion. 

Had the message of June & from 
Vice-Admiral Martin to the Liber- 
ty. ordering the ship “not [to] 
upproach coast of UAR, Israel, 
Sytia or Lebanon closer than 100 
miles, and Cyprus no closer than 25 
miles,” been received, the tragedy 
could have been averted. 

It could also have been averted if 
fatal mistakes were not being made 
at the same time by an overworked 
Isracli general staff. 


JUST 13 DAYS after the Liberty 
sailed from: Norfolk for the Africun 
coust, on May 2, 1967, Egypt's 
Colonel Gamal Abdel Nasser 
staried moving huge forces across 
the Suez Cunal into Sinai. 

On May 23. Nasser blockuded 
the Strait of Tiran, a roule essential 
for all Israeli maritime traffic — 
including vital oil supplics from the 
Persian Gulf - from the Far Eust 
and Africa to the port of Eilat. A 
few days before, Nasser had also 
ordered the withdrawal of the UN 
forces that bad been serving as a 
buffer in Sinai since the 1956 Arab- 
Israeli war. 

A decision by the Syrians to 
declare a state of alert on the Golan 
Heights served to increase tension. 
King Hussein, who apparently 
could not afford to remain out of 8 
concerted pan-Arab attempt to deal 
a deathblow to Israel, started mobi- 
lizing his forces. Even the Iraqis 
joined the fray, moving substantial 
forces towards Israel's northern 
border. ᾿ 

Israel, meanwhile, was being de- 
serted by its friends. France, its 
closest ally and largest supplier of 
weapons, decided to cool relations 
and declared a partial embargo on 
weapons sales to Isracl. America 
extended sympathy, but little else. 
Israel felt beleaguered. The press- 
ures On its general staff were severe. 
The chief of staff, Yitzhak Rabin, 
later to be prime minister, broke 
down under the strain and had to be 
replaced for 24 hours. 

Tt was clear to the Israeli military 
that to achieve victory against the 
numerically superior combined 
Arab armies, Isracl would have to 
resort to a pre-emptive strike mak-

ing maximum use of its air power. 

Israel’s major prablem, however, 
was the defence of its long maritime 
horder and of the Mediterranean 
ports that were its only link with the 
outside world. Israel's navy was the 
weakest link in the country’s de- 
fences. Whereas the Egyptian navy 
‘was equipped with Soviet Osa- and 
Komar-class missile boats, the 
Israelis had only one operational 
submarine, three World War II 
destroyers, and five operational tor- 
pedo boats deployed in the 
Mediterranean. 

More than 90 per cent of Israel's 
population and industrial infrastruc- 
ture lies along the Mediterranean 
coast, The general staff was con- 
vinced that the Eygptians would usc 
these not only to cut off Israel’s 
lines of supply but also to shell 
Israeli cities. The navy was conse- 

uently ordered to focus its atten- 
tion on coastal defences. 

Tt was into this zone of fear that 
the Liberty sailed, undefended, on 
June ἥ, 1967 — patrolling 13 miles 
off the coust of Sinai, its presence 
unknown to the protagonists, 

On June 5, Yitzhak Rabin in- 
formed Commander Castle,‘in Tel. 
Aviv, that “Isruel intends to defend 
its shores from attack by the Egyp- 
tians, This will be done by combin- 
ing our air and naval. forces." The 
quotation, taken from Rabin's auto- 
biography, continues: 

“Hf threatened we will pot be able 
to delay our response, We request 
therefore that the Uniled -Stutes 
either withdraw all its vessels from 
our shores, or inform us of the exact 
location of all vessels clase to our 
shores." 

Rabin’s warning could have been 
μιϑπρίοῦ by αι report, reccived ear- 
ier that day, that twa Soviet: 
intelligence-gathering, vessels had 
been detected off Israe!’s northern 
coast. Both ships stayed well clear 
of Isracli territorial waters.

At 11.24 the air farce reported ta 
Aluf Mishne Issy Rahav, naval chief 
of operations, that the Sinai coastal 
city of ΕἸ Arish, captured by Israeli 
forces the day before, was being 
shelled from the sea. Hardly had 
Rahav given instructions to recheck 
the information when, at 11.27, a 
second, independent, report came 
in, this time from Southern Com- 
mand headquarters, that El-Arish 
was being bombarded. The report 
added that the shells were falling 
short of the shoreline, 

Explosions and smoke from ΕἸ- 
Arish were alsa noticed by the 
Liberty's crew. In his book, Assault 
on the Liberty, Ennes, who was duty 
officer on the bridge that morning, 
reports that a few minutes after the 
Liberty had executed a right Lurn to 
a new course 238 degrees, at 11.30 
a.m., ‘a huge explosion rocked the 
town of El-Arish.”

Rahav's request reached Air 
Force Command at 1.48. The senior 
air force battle controller, Sgan Aluf 
Shmuel Kislev, ordered two Mirage 
ITE C fighters, on.their way back to 
Israel from an air patrol over the 
Suez Canal, to be diverted to the 
target. The Mirages reached the 
target a few seconds before 2.00 
p.m.

Seconds after this-radio aahye 
the order to attaok was given. By 
2.06 the (wo pilots had each strafed . 
the Liberty four times. -The pilots

‘The pilot was told to feport on 
damage and leave the target area, 
He radioed buck that the ship was 
covered with heavy smoke, that the 
upper deck was badly damaged, and 
that he thought he could see men 
jumping into the water, At 2.16 the 
air-foree controller in the central 
Operations room dispatched two 
helicopters to the area to pick up 
survivors. 

At 2.18 the commander of the 
tarpeda-bout squadran ordered his 
crew to prepare for an attack. Two 
minutes Inter, the naval-operations 
room ordered him to hold off 
“pending further clarification." The 
delay was ordered by naval head- 
quarters after it received the news 
that the ship under attack had the 
identification markings CTR-5 on 
its hull, Obviously, doubt had arisen 
as to the true identity of the vessel. 

Though they held their fire, the 
three torpedo boats continued to 
speed toward the target. By 2.24 
they could see the burning ship. 
Thick, acrid smoke enveloped the 
entire vessel, except for the hull and 
part of the bridge -- but even this 
limited view convinced Sgan Aluf 
Oren that the ship was not a des- 
troyer. : 

“T understood then,” Oren subse- 
quently told the Commission of 
Inquiry, “that it could only have 
been an Egyptian naval-supply ship, 
or perhaps even a merchant vessel.” 

At 2:27 p.m. Oren ordered the 
signalman aboard T-204 to flash the 
message “What ship?” to the strick- 
en vessel. 

The Liberty replied, “AA,” 
meaning “Identify yourselves first.” 


THE LIBERTY'S CAPTAIN could 
not have chosen a more unfortunate 
answer. Eleven years before, during 
the Sinai campaign, exactly the 
same exchange had taken place. 
between an Israeli destroyer, the 
MV Yaffo and an Egyptian ship, the 
Tbrahim-el Awal. Oren, who was 8 
young officer on the Yaffo's bridge 


at.the time, remembered the inci- . 


dent well. If he still had any doubis 

that the burning vessel ahead of him 

was Egyptian, they were now 
"64. 


While he was deciding whether to 


attack, a burst of machine-gun fire 
erupted from the ship's forecastle. 
That shots were fired has been 
confirmed: by American seamen 
aboard the Liberty. It secms that. 


fice Dale Larkins, did not hear

one of the crew, Seaman Appres- . 


1,000 yards, and followed up with 
another, from 550 yards. At 2.44, 
123 fired two torpedoes from 2,0) 
1 one went wide, the second hit 
the right side of the ship, just below 
the waterline. A fifth torpedo was 
fired by T-204, but it went way off 
course and was lost to sight. 
Oren followed up the first attack 
with a second — this time from the 
Liberty's left side, his gol being to 
sink the ship. While T-204 was 
crossing the ship's bow, however, 
one of the young officers aboard 
noticed the letters GTR on the hull 
of the ship. Oren immediately 
issued a hold-fire order and trans- 
mitted the information to Naval 
Headquarters. The time was 2.47. 
Oren was ordered “to pick up 
survivors and to finally and positive- 
ly establish the ship's identity.” At 
2:51 he radiocd back to headquar- 
ters that “the ship could be Russian 
because of the letters on its hull.” 


THE NEWS hit the [DF general 


-staff like a thunderbolt. Rabin 


called an emergency meeting of his 
advisers ta discugs the possibility of 
a large-scale Soviet military in- 
tervention on behalf of the Arabs, 
now that one of the Soviet Union's 
ships had been attacked. 
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It was only at 3.20 p.m. -- a full 
half-hour later - that Oren, who had 
in the meantime looked the ship 
over closely, recontacted naval 
headquarters and said that he had 
been mistaken: the ship was not 
Russian but American. 

ΑἹ 3.30 the news was conveyed to 
Commander Castle in Tel Aviv. 

Meanwhile, the two Israeli heli- 
coptcrs arrived on the scene, but 
after circling the ship for 20 minutes 
and finding no men overboard they 
returned to base. 

At 4.02 two tugs were readied for 
departure from Ashdod in case they 
were needed to tow the ship in. At 
the same time, Aluf Erel ordered 
Oren to use his bullhorn to try and 
make contact with the American 
vessel and offer help. Under no 
circumstances, he was told, should 
he try to board the ship. 

At 4.40 Israel's offer of help was 
rejected. 

At 5.04 the ΓΝ torpedo boats 
were ordered to seturn to base. They 
turned due northeast, in the direc- 
tion of Ashdod, and at 5.50 the 
Liberty disappeared from their 
radarscopes. : 

There was one more attempt to 
make contact with the ship. At 6.15 
p.m. Commander Castle was flown 
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to the area in an Israeli helicopter. 
He was able ta do nothing other 
than circle the ship and throw down 
to the survivors on the burning deck 
Β message packet containing his 
calling card, with a hastily scrawled 
message on the back: “Have you 
casualties?” There was no reply. 

Crippled, the Liberty then sailed 
for Malta. ᾿ 


ON JUNE 12, 1967 five days after 
the attack -- the Israeli chief of staff 


appointed a special commission of ᾿ 


inquiry into the incident. It was 
headed by Aluf Mishne Ram Ron, 
who later became a member of the 
Knesset, 

On Ron's recommendation, the 
SDF’s advocate-general Aluf- 
Mishne Meir Shamgar, today the 
president of the Supreme Court, 
decided that ‘due to the importance 
of the issue in question and the 
seriousness of its repercussions" an 
investigative judge should be 
appointed to reconsider the evi- 
dence. On June 21 Sgan Aluf 
Justice Yeshayahu Yerushalmi was 
named to head a judicial investiga- 
tion into the affair. oe 

Yerushalmi heard 34 witnesses 
over a period of one month. While 
the hearings were still in progress he 
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issued an interim judgment that 
Sgan Aluf“L"— the officer who had 
ordered that the green marker be 
taken off the battle-control board ~ 
could be charged with negligence. 
But in his fina] judgement, rendered 
on July 21, 1967, Yerushalmi found 
ho grounds for the prosecution of 
any of the officers or men involved. 
Yerushalmi’s decision was con- 
firmed by Advocate-General Sham- 
gat on July 24, after the latter 
completed a comprehensive review 
of the evidence placed before the 
court of inquiry. 


BOTH Ron and Yerushalmi found 
that “the attack on the ship was not 
conducted out of malice, nor inde- 

tly in summing up and pass- 
ing Judgement was there any evi- 
dence of criminal negligence. It was 
a genuine mistake.” 

Yerushalmi {solated the five. cru- 
cial factors thet he believed led to 
the mistake: the report that El- 
Arish was being shelled from the 
sea: the report that the Liberty was 
moving at 30 kriots per hour; the 
report from the Mirage pilots that it 
was ἃ ship of war; the identification 
of the Liberty as the El-Quseir; the 
ship's inexplicable closeness to hos- 
tile shores in a time of war. 


On June 10, [967, in a formal 
apology, the government of 
Israel undertook to pay compensa- 
tion to the families of the men killed 
and to the men wounded in the 
attack. A year later Israel paid out a 
total of $3,323,000 to the families of 
the 34 servicemen killed, and in 
April of 1969 it paid another 
$3,566,547 to the wounded. 

However, Israel refused to pay 
the $7,644,116 demanded by the 
U.S. government, on July 1, 1968, 
for repairs to the vessel. The reason 
given by the Israeli government at 
the’ time was that Israel did not 
accept the contention that it alone 
was responsible for the circum- 
stances leading to the attack. 

The question of damages has 
bounced back and forth over the 
years with no results. Finally, in 
January of 1980, Israel agreed to 
negotiate a settlement, but none has 
been negotiated to this day. 


To this day, as weil, the wounds 
have not healed. The issue resur- 
faces periodically, and with lt the 
prin. .

Even if the next prime minister 
gives one or mure of the religious 
parties the undertaking they ire de- 
manding, there is every reason to 
believe that this paragraph in dhe 
coalition agreement will remain a 
dend letter. 

Not se much hecause Peres or 
Yitzhak Shamir will renege, but be- 
cause, on the implementition of this 
paragraph, the NRP and Agudat 
Yisrael can be expected to he as 
ambivalent in the future as they have 
heen in the. past. And Shas will 
undoubtedly follaw suit. 


Iv [S NOT exactly news that NRP 
can live with the present formula in 
the an of Return and the Poputa- 
tion Registry Law - which reeop- 
izes us ἃ dew “one who has con- 
verted.” but does not add (he phrase 
“aecording to Halacha," 

Were it not for the pressure from 
the religious right, the NRP would 
have dropped this issue long ago; 
und even so it only goes through the 
motions. The prime pressure- 
wielder is the Labaviteher Rebbe, 
the lender of the ad hasidim, 
He “court” is lacated in Brook- 
yn. 

In February 1972, Dr. Zerah 
Warhaftig, then minister of religious 
affairs, responded to (his pressure by 
writing to the Lubavitcher that the 
existing law was adequate und (hat 
no change was needed (see box). 

It made sense, then, five months 
later, for the NRP to abstain on un 
Aguda bill to amend the Law of 
Return. (Sciaky bucked coalition 
discipline and voted for the bill, 
which cost him his post as deputy 
minister of education.) 

In carly 1974, when Gata: Meir 
was trying to put # new coalition 
together, Zevulun Hammer and 
Yehuda Ben-Meir waved the Who is

of interior minister. Agreeing that it 
be referred to the Luw Committee, 
he suid that, while he would like to 
see it pass, it really wasn’t vital.

MAYBE the NRP has been ambiva- 
lent, some readers may be thinking, 
but surely the Aguda MKs have 
pressed vigorously for action. If they 
failed to achieve their goal in the past 
seven years, isn't it the fault of 
Liberals like. Sara Doron and Dror 
Zeigerman? 

(1) No, they haven't. (2) No, it 
isn't. 

That*is the answer of Dr. Moshe 
Samet, senior lecturer in Sociology- 
and Jewish History at the Hebrew 
University, in a 49-page, as yet un- 
published monograph that traces the 
development of the Who is a Jew 
question since 1958. 

Samet’s doctoral dissertation was 
on the emergence of Orthodox Judu- 
ism in'the modem period, and 
Orthodoxy ‘is his area of special 
competence. (He defines ‘his own 


‘brand df Judaism ‘as “Conservo- - 


dox."} ᾿ ἐν 
-The two yenrs he spent in New 


York as Consul of Isracl for Jewish. 


Affairs enabled him to observe the 
Who is a Jew controversy from that 
vantage point. * oe 

- His’ study shows that, from the 


beginning of the Ninth Knesset to 
the end of the Tenth, there was an 
internal dispute, both in Agudat Yis- 
rael's Knesset faction and in its 
Council of Sages, over the import- 
ance to he attached to Whe is a 
Convert. 

The Admor of Gur pressed the 
faction members to give this high 
priority, occasionally suggesting ta 
Avraham Shapira, that the faction 
threaten to halt the coalition over 
this. 

On the other side was the leader 
of the Lithuanian-Mitnagdim wing 
of the Council of Sages, Rabbi Eliez- 
er Schach, the octogenarian head of 
the Ponievezh yeshiva in Bnei Brak. 
He regards the Lubavitcher's 
raucous and belligerent campaign to 
amend the law as basically an ego 
trip for the Habad leader, and he 
sees no reason why the Aguda 
should help him, 

This explains the indifference to 
the amendment evinced by his two 
representatives in the Knesset, Shlo- 
mo Lorincz and Menahem Porush. 
but even Shapira’s handling of the 
question has not-always reflected a 
strong determination to achieve 
Aguda’s declared goal. 


THE HABAD hasidim comprise the 
only group that regards Who is a 
Convert as a cardinal issue. As far 
back as 1972 they organized ἡ special 
lobby - the Committee for the In- 
tegrity of the Jewish People -- to 
pester the press, the prime minister, 


the religious Knesset factions, the 
Chief Rabbinate, the Interior Minis- 
try, and Orthodox organizations 
abroad. In Israel its main target has 
been Agudat Yisrael. 

Habad has not limited its pressure 
to the written and spoken word, but 
goes in for tactics like demonstrating 
outside the homes of Aguda and 
National Religious Parly MKs. 

In the U.S. it is even more bellige- 
rent. When Religious Affairs Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Raphael visited there in 
late 1974 in an effort to reach a 
modus vivendi between the different 
trends in Judaism on Who is-a Jew, 
the behaviour of Habad hasidim to- 
wards him bordered on violence. 

A year before that, David Rivlin, 
Israel’s consul-genera! in New York, 
found it necessary to complain to the 
Foreign Ministry in Jerusalem about 
Habad's “systematic poisoning of 
the Aaredi street against the Israel 
government, the Chief Rabbinate, 
and religious Zionism.” 

Samet writes that logically the 
Aguda should have been immune to 
the Habad pressure, since in the 
U.S. the two groups are in a state of 
war. But the shifting balance of 
forces within the Israel Aguda, with 
the mitnagdim threatening to over- 


power the hasidim, led Gur to. 


change course. : 
Particularly galling to the hasidim

Lubavitcher. 

Theteatler, he acted as the Luba- 
vilcher’s agent in Israel on Who is a 
Convert, ane this - Samet wrote last 
February - intensified other points 
of contention between the party's 
two wings and could well destroy it. 


ALTHOUGIL AGUDA'S election 
platform in 1977 declared that the

The softness on Who is a Convert 
reflected in that formutation was 
compounded a few months later 
when the Aguda granted the prime 
minister another year in which to 
carry out his promise. In return, the 
cabinet undertook to take up im- 
mediately the questions of autopsies 
and Sabbath wark permits. 

Interviewed in Ma‘uriv on July 14, 
1978, an anonymous Aguda spokes- 
man was asked about the conversion 
question, “That's something only 
Habad is interested in," he replied. 

Fuming, the Committee on the 
Integrity of the Jewish People called 
a press conference and denounced 
Agtda for its contemptuous att- 
tude. They were not placated by 
Porush's explanation that the re- 
mark had been made by a minor 
functionary who did not represent 
the party's line. "τῷ 

Over ut year later, Naftali Kraus, ἃ 
Maariv stuff member and a Hal 
nik, revealed in the New York 
Hebrew-lungunge weekly Yisrael 
Shelanu (October 19, 1979) that the 
minor askan was none other than 
Porush hintsell.

SCHACH may well have said that. 
A group of Lubavitch hasidim had 
shortly before published a pamphlet 
in which their rebbe was referred to 
as “the King-Messiah,” and which 
contained an article that tried to 
prove that this, was indeed the case. 

Circulation of the pamphlet was 
halted shortly after its appearance. 
Al the orders of the rebbe himself, 
say his hasidim. But according to the 
Mitnagdim the action was taken only 
after Rabbi Schach threatened to 
excommunicate the Lubavitcher if 
he did not dissociate himself from 
the pumphlet’s contents. 

Early in 1983, a long, unsigned 
article appeared in Digleinu, the 
orgun of the Lorinca-led Ze’irei 
Agusat Yisrael, sharply attacking 
Habad's “deviations” from the μάγος 
dé mainstream. Denounced in pur- 
ticular was Habitd's haughtiness and 
its demand that its rebbe be reeag- 


nized ἧς ἡ εἰ hadtor—the prince of the 
generation. 

Habad's tup polemicists reacted in 
a dozen urticles. However, Samet 
notes, they did not deny the charges 
but tried tu justify Habad’s “prob, 
lematic and exceptional approach.” 

“This public revelation of ἃ car- 
dinal element in the movement's 
ideology angered many and isolated 
the Lubaviteh husidin within the 
haredi worll,” Samet says, 

He tinks this friction to the deci- 
sion of Shapira, on March 21, 1983 
(almost six years after the signing of 
the first Likud-Aguda coalition 
agreement), to call for a vote on the 
convert amendment, though he 
knew very well that it had no chance 
of passing. 

In other words, Shapira -- and 
perhaps the Rebbe of Gur -- wanted 
to punish Habad for its pretentions- 
ness by handing it a sure defeat. The 
fact that Gur later ordered the Agu- 
da MKs to penalize the Liberals for 
voling against the bill by voting 
against the appointment of Sura 
Doron to the cubinet does nol neces- 
sarily refute this thesis. (Shapira and 
his Agua colleagues ignored the 
onder) 

Samet notes thut the bill's defeat 
did not constitute a dead loss for the 
Aguda. The party's MKs obtained 
highly tangible compensation to the 
tune of 15160 million - “special pay- 
ments” due them for institutions 
connected with each of the four MKs 
but released by the Treasury just at 
this time. 


NO WONDER that the president of 
Bar-flan University, Rabbi Profes- 
sor Emanuel Rackman, last week 
described the Who is a Jew issue as 
“a red herring if there ever was 
une.” 

After treating the issue like ἢ 
political tootbalt for seven years, 
how can Shapira again raise the 
matter in the current coulition nego- 
tintions without blushing? (How the 
Alignment und Likud negotiaters 
can keep a straight face when they 
hear him is another question.) 

Samet hs presented enough evi- 
dence for the conclusion thit the 
Aguda has played with the issue to 
placate Habad (except when it de- 
cided to teach Habad a lesson) and 
also for its value as un expendable 
demand that can be traded for 
action on other religious demands or 
for hard cash. 

The NRP's duatism is no less ridi- 
culous. Between clections it asserts 
that the integrity of the Jewish peo- 
ple does not require any change in 
the law, and it’ passively follows 
Aguda's lead. But whenever a new 
government is a-forming, it talks as 
though the conversion amendinent is 
the eleventh commandment. 

Sciuky - the purty’s new star - 
comes across as more uggressive on 
this issue than Burg or Hammer. tle 
would like to be religious affairs 
minister, he allows. Why? So that he 
can play a direct role in advancing 
religious legislation -- like Who is a 
Jew! 

What of Shas? Can it be expected 


. tamake good on Rabbi Peretz's"On 


this [ shall not yield!" Hardly. How 
can it, when its two leaders are 
Rabbi Ovadia Yosef and Rabbi 
Schach? Yosef down the years has 
displayed indifference on this mat- 
ter, and as for Schach's views we 
have said enough. 

That leaves only Morash’ Avra- 
ham Verdiger represents the fac- 


. tion’s Poalei Agudat Yisrael wing,

THE CL NARY of Otto 
Klemperer, one af the greatest cou- 
dieturs of this century und also one 
ofits most interesting personalities is 
hing. He was born on May 
und the dite will be marked 
in Israel by a concert at the 1 
Symphony under Urs Selineider, 
who befriended the ailing condactar 
in his later yeas in Switzerland, 
where he died in, 1973. Two of 
Klempeter's compinsilion’s will: he 
performed, tis Merry Waltz and the 
First Syniphony. 

In time fur the centenary, the 
Cambridge University Press is pub- 
lishing the first -- and what looks like 
the definitive - bingraphy of the 
conductor, written by the eminent 
English music critic, Peter 
Heyworth. 

So far, only the first part is svail- 
able. covering the peried 1885-1933, 
and one hepes fervently that the 
second part will be going to press 
soon, for the subject and its superb 
Presentuian irouses care excite- 
ment. Perhaps that is duc to the 
involvement of this reviewer, who 
rew up during the Weimar Repub- 
e and remembers vividly the period 
lemling up to the desiruction of 
democracy in Germany and the Nazi 
take-over in 1933. There are still 
many people alive who share this 
experience and will devour every 
puge of this volume. 

Heyworth bas done an enormous 
amount of research and study οὗ 
source niterit so tht even readers 
who were fortune enough not to 
have lived through this time in Ger- 
many will get a fascinating introdue- 
tion to this crisis in the history of 
mankind. 

OF course, the niin part of the 
book obviously deals with Ihe period 
of Klemperer’s work in Berlin with 
the Kroll Opera (1927-1932). The 
wellemeant but feeble attempts to 
create a new culture in Giermiay 
after World Wa 1 and its: carly 
stifling by reactionary forces, party 
polities and pers jealousies and 
ouchimuivns and in this turbulent 
time are magnificently described. 
The reader is taken through 
Klemperer’s curly beginnings as 
Mahler's protege and meets (ans 
Pfitzner, Klemperer’s sometime 
teacher, friend, competitor. col- 
league. Richard Strauss, Wilhelm 
Furtwaengler, Arnold Schoenberg, 
Busoni, Sclireker, Janacek, Hinde- 
mith, and S 
on the s wn which Klemperer 
acted out his career, 


ONE QUOTATION will sulfice ta 
give the younger reader an impress- 
ion of the times Heyworth speaks of 
in this volume.

But there was no question that the 
main course, roast duck, had been 
influenced in a way attributable only 
to that elusive fruit.

T was so impressed by the duck

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hit on ary companion’s fillet of veal 
in a Sance that included, in addition 
to limes, green peppercorns, Nat 
that the veal wisn’t perfect. The 
meat wos tender and tasty, the sauce 
mouth-watering. h's just that’ in 
comparison to the duck, it was only 
perfect. ᾿ 

After all this perfection, the lust 
courses cume as quite a disappoint- 
ment. There was the usual array of 
delicious looking sweets to choose 
from; but in keeping with our prog- 
tamme, we chase the two speciil 
lime dishes. My lime sorbet obvious- 
ly comprised too much of a good 
thing anc was quite bitter — some of 
the pith had got into the sweet. 

My companion's crepe was some- 
what better, having no nasty side- 
taste, but the mixture of meringue 
and parve cream which seemed to 
form the filling was less than inspir- 
ing. The best I can say about itis that 
lime secms to be the one thing that 


cin successfully cut the side-tuste of 


purve cream, and as such deserves a

POSSIBLY the best example of all is 
the winner of this year's Golden 
1.copurd award, Stranger than Para- 
dise, By uny definition, this is not an 
easy film to handle. [tis in black and 
white; most of the time there are 
only three characters on screen; and 
none of them is even slightly known 
as an‘actor. The film consists of 
one-shot sequences separated by 
black frames, and the story of an 
Hungarian girl who comes to Amer- 
ica, finds herself stranded in the 
apartment of a distant cousin about 
her own age, who isn’t at all pleased 
with the uninvited guest, and their 
ensuing travels through the conti- 
nent accompanied by a third friend, 
while certainly amusing and highly 
perceptive, lacks the appealin, barr 
ities traditionally associated witt 
movies. The protagonists aren't 
pretty, the background is paler’ 
ly drab and there are many momen! 
when nothing really happens, pe 
cause this is an inseparable part Οἱ 
the lives these characters lead. 


Now this film wouldn't have made 
tall but for West Germany’s 
second TV channel, whieh pul up 
Most of the filtle money required for 
its production, and didn’t mind that 
the writer-director, Jim, Jarmush, is 
an Hungarian emigré to the States. 
What it did insist on was exclusive 
first rights i Europe, and being 
given a late-night slot on German 
television a couple of weeks before 
the festival 

Which indicates that at least some 
corners of that overwhelming pre- 
sence known as television can be 
kept for more ambitious projects; 
that television does not have to 
espouse the old Hallywood adage 
that the average uge af its clients is, 
mentally speaking, not over 12: and 
that even if it still eyes these strange 
projects suspiciously, at least it 
is willing to invest a small part of its 
Profits in its development, which is, 
after all more than American TV is 
prepared ta do. 


BUT TO SHOW that quality pre- 
vuils where it is backed hy tal- 
ent, the TY movie which finally 
won the top prize (called the Golden 
Leupurd’s Eye), was a charming ex- 
ercise in style, exceptionally well 
written and performed and, in its 
own way, quite demanding, at least 
for audienves whv identify television 
with The A Team or at best with Rich 1 
Man, Poor Man. Co-produced by 
Swiss and French television, it is a 
Strange story about a medieval 
knight whu secs no reason to go to 
the Crusades except in order to be 
absolved of his delts by the Church. 
He strikes ἃ bargain with his priest: 
he will watk around his custle for 500 
days, the approximate equivulent of 
a trip ta Jerusalem, and this will be 
accepted as his contribution to free 
the Holy Land fram the infidel. 

The relationship between the 
worldly-wise knight and his simple 
servant, their long discussions and 
the imaginary voyage, which in- 
cludes some real-life adventures, is 
Teminiscent of many of the great 
works of literature, first and fore- 
most Don Quixote. But the film, 
entitled The Dogs of Jerusalem, is 
such ἈΠ intelligent piece on its own, 
and the (wo French actors, Jean 
Rochefort as the knight and Bernard 
Fressun as his servant, are so re- 
sourceful, that it is a pleasure to 
watch. 


ONE MORE THING: No festival is 
really worth its sult unless there is at 
least one film you can single out asa 
true emotional experience, some- 
thing that has grabbed you from the 
very first moment and is bound to 
stay with you for a long while to 
come. At Locarno, the bill was fulfil- 
led by a documentary, Tosca's Kiss. 
Ht was made by Swiss director Daniel 
M. Schmid, in Milon, and is dedi- 
cated to Casa Verdi, the home for 
retired artists established by the 
composer. It subsisted for many 
years on the royalties that Verdi 
bequeathed to it. But since every- 
thing he composed has long been in 
the public domain, the institution, 
which he himself called “the best 
thing 1 ever did,” has to struggle to 
maintain the standard of living Verdi 
wished the pensioners to enjoy. 

Schmid went in with his crew last 
Christmas, in three weeks shot 
thousands of feet of material, and 
turned out a 90-minute marvel, in 
which it is obvious not only that he 
had a deep love and respect for the 
people he met there, but also that he 
knows perfectly well how to transmit 
these feelings to his audience. 

It is very rare indeed to see a film 
made by a younger man about older 
people which does not indulge in an 
ounce of condescension, which does 
not flirt with the grot ue and does 
not suggest a measure of pity. = 0 .

The setting, the characters, the 
ambience, are all Chekhovian - a 
term which by now should be in the 
English dictionaries. The original 
Script takes about six hours, and is 
unripe in parts; it has always been 
adapted to a normal length, with 
continuous action. The ubiquitous 
Michael Frayn, who at present has at 
least five different works on stage in 
London, has done a beautiful job 
with his adaptation for the National 
Theatre; he makes the play at least 
as much Frayn as Chekhov. 

The funny part, not really com- 
edy, is pure enjoyment; the sad part, 
not really tragedy, requires thought- 
ful consideration. A central charac- 
ter in the plot is a train, and it is 
stunningly portrayed both visually 
and acoustically. The play, directed 
by Christopher Morahan, and with 
‘ornwall as Anna Petrov- 
na, has just started and will probably 
be on a long time, because the audi- 
ences will love it. A new face of 
Chekhov, not Jess profound than 
others known to us, is now being 
presented; and the reluctant Don 
Juan has already (pace Max Frisch) 
become one of the “heroés” of the 
‘th century.

Another interesting Shaw play is 
Back to Methuselah at the Shaw

idea is that mankind cannot advance 
because people die too young, be- 
fore they are experienced and wise 
enough to do real good. The pieces 
range from Adam and Eve to the 
year 32000 CE, and take five hours 
of performance time, in two even- 
ings or one afternoon and evening. 
They are cleverly done, as a kind of 
rehearsal under Shaw's supervision, 
and ure as mischievous and philo- 
sophical os anything by the great 
man, though a bit too talkative and 
exhortative.

AN INTERESTING new phe- 
nomenon in Israel is the blossoming 
‘of cabbalistically inspired art, mostly 
by the newly religious from assimi- 
lated backgrounds. The Old City of 
Safed provides three galleries for 
these works, the most recent, 
“Gazith,” in a romantic courtyard, 
The most singular of these works 
resemble Mandalas, mystic circles 
Painted mainly in India and the 
Orient, but ulso in medieval Europe, 
as a visual stimulation for medita- 
tion. The themes are fram the Bible 
and the world of Jewish mysticism. 
Like their Oriental counterpwiris, 
they are rendered in flaming colours 
and complex, concentrical composi- 
tions. A goud example is David 
Friedman's “Pardes Hatorah™ 
which combines Torah passages and 
dozens of miniature symbolic con- 
figurations, Best known is Lyon- 
born Op-artist: Yaakov Kasze- 
tacher, who lives in Safed. He now 
adds letters to his meticulous hard 
edged, often hexagonal composi- 
tions painted in luminous volours on 
auniform background. His symbolic 
themes are based on numbers 
meaningful in Jewish mysticism. De- 
manding calligraphic works are pre- 
sented by Ruth Vider und Judith 
Avinun, in which script and layout 
constitute the main ornamental ele- 
ment, surrounded by Mandala-like 
frames.

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Summer’s end 


summer tine, in more senses than 
one. First I'm going tu take it literal- 
ly, as summer time — or give it its 
technical name, daylight saving 
lime. 


Last weekend, we set our clocks 
back one hour to “real” time. In- 
stead of trying to calculate energy 
savings, | did something the author- 
ilies never bother to do: [ talked to 
ubout a dozen friends, relatives and 
colleagues to see whether they en- 
joyed the summer time clock, re- 
gardless of its effect on electricity con- 
sumption. My survey cut across reli- 
gious lines, and included people with 
small children and those without. 

The majority of people I asked 
were enthusiastic about summer 
time, several using superlatives; 
“T'm thrilled with it. [ adore it. It's 
fantastic.” A minority hud reserva- 


tions: “It’s inconvenient. It's diffi- . 


cult to get the childien to go to 
sleep." 

Asexpected, some Orthodox peo- 
ple commented that it threw reli- 
gious observances off schedule, but 
most admitted they were able to 
adjust to the summer clock with only 
minor inconvenience. Interestingly, 
the most Orthodox woman among 
my friends, a mother of four, was 
One of the enthusiastic supporters of 
summer time. She and others who 
keep traditional homes pointed out 
that they enjoyed the extra hour to 
Prepare for Shabbat. For the reli- 
gious working woman, it can be a 
tremendous boon to have an added 
hour in the kitchen on Friday.after- 
noons. 

Quite a number of the non- 
religious women I spoke to were glad 
of the extra hour of daylight on 
weekdays, because it gave them “a 
longer duy to get things done." And 
for every mother who wailed that she 
could not get her children to bed on 
time, | could name two others who 
welcomed the extra hour of daylight 
for families to be outdoors together. 
Several pointed out that children 
don't go to bed carly during the 
school holidays anyway -nordo they 
need to, 

As a consumer, | discovered an 
unexpected summer time bonus. 
Stalls and shops in Tel Aviv's Carmel 
Market followed sun time rather 
than the clock and stayed open until 
around 8. p.m., providing an extra 
shopping hour. 

Personally, | do not see why sum- 
mer time had to end so soon, and 
could not continue at least until 
Rosh Hashana, We could go to 
beaches and pools in the late after- 
noons in September. And school- 
Tooms would certainly benefit from 
an extra cool hour in the mornings. 


THE TAIL-END of summer is an 
Obvious boom season at photo pro- 
cessing laboratories, as returning 
vacationers hasten to view the 
Memories .they have captured on 
film. Istaelis who travel abroad may 
have learned by now that, even if 
film may be cheaper to buy abroad, 
it is worthwhile waiting to have it 
developed at home. There is such 
stiff competition in the photographic 
here that, despite high taxes on 
their materials, film processing labs 
compare favourably in price with 
those in the U.S. and are cheaper 
than in most parts of Europe, 
‘Even buying film, there are so 
Many “special deals" available in 
Israel today that it is often az cheap 


“to buy the film here rather than 


ad or at the duty-free shops in 
the airports, : 
For instance, if you take a film for 


One-day processing at Farag Studios - 


On Dizengoff Street, you can purch- 
8se a similar-sized Agfa film at half 
Prige. At the Focus one-hour express 


Service, also on Dizengoff, you may 
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buy any brand of film you wish at the 
full price, but you won't have to pay 
for having it developed. 


The importers of Sakura, a very . 


respectable Japanese brand which is 
new to Israel, has been making an 
introductory offer of three rolls of 
110 Cartridge film plus ἃ man's digit- 
al watch for IS3,000, which is the 
usual price here of such film alone. 
Strangely, little publicity is given 
to these special deals, almost as if 
shops were trying to hide their exist- 
ence, It therefore pays to ask around 
ta find which shops have special 
offers on film purchases, or com- 
bination purchase-processing deals. 


WHEN I WROTE about Kodak, 
Agfa and Polaroid some time ago, I 
received a sharp letter from the local 
agents of the Japanese Fuji products 
asking why I had ignored them. The 
truth is that I was ignorant of the 
scope of Fuji activities in Israel. Nor 
did T know that Fuji was the official 
film of the recent Olympics, the firm 
having bought the exclusive rights to 
Operate a processing and camera 
repair lab in the Los Angeles com- 
pound. 

In this country, the firm is repre- 
sented by Fuji Israel Ltd. of Holon, 
headed by Kaduri Shimone. It has 
been importing films for 15 years and 
processing them for'10. Worldwide, 
Shimone tells me, Fuji is today 
second in size and turnover, after 
Kodak and ahead of Agfa. Here he 
says, it has captured one-third of the 
film sales. : 

For the average amateur, a big 
question is whether there is really 
any noticeable difference among the 
various brands of film he ‘can buy. In 


- price range, the distinctions are 


clear. Kodak is the most expensive. 
Fuji is about 10 per cent cheaper. 


And Agfa is 10 percent cheaper than 
Fuji. Sometimes the price spread 
between Kodak ang Agfa 
approaches 30 per cent, ‘but Fuji 
remains somewhere in between. The 
newconter, Sakura, is about the 
price of Agfa, or slightly higher. 

Shimone told me that Fuji’s big 
breakthrough as a serious competi- 
tor to Kodak came in January of 
1983 when Fuji introduced its HR 
(high resolution) colour film. This is 
said to have a particularly sharp 
definition of hues plus a very low 
grain, the latter being important 
mainly for enlargements. The HR 
film comes in various sizes and 
ary up to 1600 ASA. Pictures 
sho 


uld be processed and printed by 


a Fuji lab. There are two in the 
country — (he main one at Holon and 
an express mini-lab in Tel Aviv. 

As to how much an amateur’s 
photo results are dependent on the 
brand of film he uses, it depends on 
whom you ask. The experts agree, 
however, that the quality of process- 
ing is at least as important as the 
type of film used, if not more so. 

Many people never know who 
processes their film once they give it 
in to a neighbourhood shop to send 


away. Shops generally work with . 


whatever lab gives them the best 
price deal. Customers can generally 
tell if finished photos came from the 
Fuji lab by the name on the returning 
envelope and on the reverse of the 
pictures. ᾿ 

In addition to its main processing 
and printing tab in Holon, Fuji Israet 
operates a one-hour-service mini-lab 
at Kikar Hamedina in Tel Aviv. This 
is its demonstration unit for 
businessmen who may want to be- 
come franchise agents, as well as a 
service lab for the public. 

Express mini-labs account for an 
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estimated 25 per cent of the photo 
processing trade in Israel trade, a far 
higher percentage than in most other 
countries. Why? “Because Jews 
have no patience,’ says Shimone. 


"A COLLEAGUE who is a profes- 


sional in black-and-white photogra- 
phy, but terms himself a “Very ¢x- 
Perienced amateur” when it comes 
to colour, gave me his view on the 
quality of different brands of colour 
film, He says most of the difference 
among colour film brands are ‘‘mat- 
ters of personal preference," rather 
than objective quality differences. 

For instance, Kodak films are 
known to produce pictures with 
warm tones; the reds tend to be 
particularly vivid. Some people like 
this, others find it unnatural. Agfa, 
on the other hand, gives a cooler 
picture, with more blue tones. Fuji 
and Sakura results fall somewhere in 
between, closer in hues to Kodak 
than to Agfa. : 

To get a truly scientific compari- 
son of film brands, my colleague 
suggest, one would have to repeat 
the same photos under virtually 
identical conditions on the same 
camera, using various fims process- 
ed in the same lab. 

Uhis is not the sort of test most 
amateurs ure going to do. They are 
more likely to try out different films 
at different times, and see which — if 
any - gives consistently more pleas- 
ing results. If they don't notice any 
difference, most people will opt for 
the cheapest. 

What about the off-brands of film 
that one finds abroad at prices con- 
siderably below thoxe af Kadak? 
These are the house-brands of chains 
such as Bouts in Britnin and K-Mart 
in the U.S. Who makes these? Shi- 
mone tells me that no Fuji film 
appeurs under any other namie us a 
matter of company policy. Most of 
the off-brands, he claims, are made 
by Sakura or by 3-M, the company 
which makes Scotch-brand tapes, 
including video tapes. Indeed, when 
Hooked at a Boots’ label on a roll of 
film at home, it did say “made by 
3-M." Many house-brands, how- 
ever, do not divulge their source. 

Sometimes films are reduced in 
price because their expiry date is 
close or passed. In most cases, slight- 
ly expired film will be all right, but 
you can't complain to the manufac- 
turer or feel cheated if it gives un- 
satisfactory pictures. Films are 
generally dated two years beyond 
their date of production. 
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ONLY IN ISRAEL would a major 
ice-cream firm launch three new pro- 
ducts at the end of summer unless 
they were specifically intended as 
winter ice creams, which these are 
not. The public relations people for 
Strauss Dairy apologized that their 
three new types were not teady as 
planed earlier in the season. 

The most welcome of them, and 
one which need not be seasonal, is a 
dietetic ice cream, which uses no 
artificial sweeteners. It is simply low- 
calorie because it uses skim milk and 
lesa sugar than ordinary types. As a 
result, it claims to have only 100 
calories per 100gm., which is a 
generous portion, more than one 
scoop. Ordinary ice creams have 
closer to 200 calories per 100gm. It 
comes in chocolate-vanilla only, and 
was launched this month at ἃ recom- 
mended price of IS620 per 6002m.

A BRIGHT SPOT in my week was 
meeting a trio of new immigrants 
from Australia. It was reassuring to 
learn that some immigrants are still 
arriving. In fact, Dena and Jonathan 
Lester, who came here from Sydney 
a year ago, have reinstituted an 
Australian Immigrants A’ssociation, 
and say there are about 30 of their 
fellow-countrymen arriving each 
month. They add that some 10 per 
cent of Australia’s Jewish commun- 
ity has moved to Israel over the 
years. 

In a business venture, the Lesters 
have been joined by another recent 
Australian immigrant, Louis Melk- 
man. Inspired by the popularity of 
national-linked novelty items in 
Austrilit, which capitalize on every- 
thing from the flag to the koala bear, 
the trio has formed two parallel 
companies called [sraeliunna Produc- 
tions and Isracliana Photos. The 
former will concentrate on T-shirts 
and sweatshirts, the latter on picture 
postcards. 

To launch the T-shirts, again a 
little belatedly for summer, 
Israetiana Productions cume out last 
week with ἃ line which, as a matter 
of fact, does not do much to pro- 
mote Israel. There is, for instance, a 
Marilyn Monroe shirt, designed uf- 
ter-an Andy Warhol collage, and 
another with a comic-strip design. 
These high-fashion T-shirts, made 
from light, single-rib cotton, are 
available in boutiques in several 
towns for around 1$2,500-1S3,000, 

A gimmick of these T-shirts is a 
certificate accompanying each one 
Stating that it is one of a limited 
edition and giving it a number. The 
only Israel! promotion lies in the 
slogan on the label, “Helping to 
‘Keep Israel beautiful." The sweat- 
shirts are promised towurds winter. 

The Israeliana postcards are large, 

glossy and will sell for a price equiva- 
lent to 45 U.S. cents. They are made 
in conjunction with an Israeli part- 
her who toak most of the 16 beauti- 
ful photos of Israeli scenes and faces. 
The newcomers are going to have a 
tough job penetrating the local mar- 
ket in face of the virtual monopoly 
held for decades by Palphot. 


OTHER “new iinmigrants’ to Israel 
this month included 5,004 (sic) Cab- 
bage Patch Kids. These are the win- 
somely ugly rag dolls the Americans 
were rioting over last Christmas. 
The Jocal importers, Kaufman 
Agencies of Tel Aviv, lost a lot of 
sleep negotiating for a sizeable ship- 
metit here from the Coleco Com- 
pany of Canada. The Kids will be 
Madopted”" {with certificates) 
through the Fantasia chain of toy 
shops throughout the country, first 
by parents who ordered: them in 
advance, and then by others willing 
and able to pay the equivalent of $40 
apiece.

The privileges were 
bestowed upon the Cochin Jewish 
leader Joseph Rabban, “proprietor 
of the Anjuvannan, his male and 
female issues, nephews and sons-in 
law." The copperplates end thus: 
“Anjuvannan Shall belong by ber- 
editary succession as long as the 
world, sun and moon endure. 

The meaning of the word An- 
juvannan is also the subject of con- 
troversy. The late president Yitzhak 
Ben-Zvi believed that the Cochin 
Jews ruled over a kingdom of which 
Joseph Rubban was head, but this 
theory has all but been ‘disproved. 
‘That the word refers to ἃ kingdom or 
aplace has been superceded by new- 
er theories that it was an artisan 
class, a trade centre, or a specifically 
Jewish guild. nts 

The Cochin Jews, divided into Iwo 
major groups of black Jews und 
white Jews, attribule extraordinary 
importance to the copperplates, 
their meaning and their possesston. 


traces the history of an ancient community.

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The black Jews claim they were the 
original recipients, thereby proving 
their high status in the South Indian 
context. 7 

But, by a curious quirk of history, 
the copperplates are today found in 
the hands of the white Jews, in the 
Paradesi synagogue. Paradesi means 
“foreigner,” und the while Jews are 
the descendants of Spanish, Portu- 
guese, [γα] and other Jews who 
arrived on the Malabar coast from 
the 16th century on, decidedly later 
than the copperplates. 

The black Jews claim that their’ 
white counterparts stole the copper- 
plates from them some time during 
the lust century. A mention’ of the 
subject still sends prickles down the 
spines of some Cochin Jewish clders, 
although the younger generation in 
Israel appear to have little awareness 
of the once-bitter divisions between 
members of their community in In- 
dia.

FROM THE emhteenth century on. 
emissiuies (rom the Holy Land be- 
gun to visit: thei Cochin Jewish 
brethren. By the 1th century, the 
Cochin Jews could even be said to 
receive regular visitors, When the 
mbbi, writer und traveller Yarucov 
Sapir (1822-1855) visited Cochin, he 
founct two other sAfifien from Israel, 
and recalls how they read the Zohar 
together on the eve of Lag B'Omer. 

A more unusual (9th-century visi- 
tor was Shlomo Reinman (1815- 
1880). Reinman, a Galician Jew, was 
a traveller who had amassed a for- 
tune. which he later lost, selling 
supplies to the British in Burmi. 
Arriving in South India, he married 
8 white Jew and lived in Cochin for 
30'years, until, at the end of his life, 
he returned destitute to Vienna.

A FEW YEARS ago someone -- 1t 
may have been me - rather snoltily 
observed that because the Amer- 
icans who fought in Vietnam were 
largely of a nonliterary generation, 
little good fiction had come out of 
that war. Well, someone -could it be 
me? - was wrong. : 
Sure, most “‘artistic response” to 
the war is still in the form of film, 
reportage, oral history and drama. 
But in recent years, as the Viet Vets 
have managed to pet their heads on, 
we've witnessed a quiet but steady 
stream of good Vietnam war novels. 
Notable among these have been 
Going after Cucviato, Fields of Fire 
and The Thirteenth Valley. Now we 
may xdd Stephen Wright's Medita- 
tions in Green to that list. In fact, we 
may very well place it at the top. 
Inalternating sections Wright pre- 
sents the story of James Griffin's 
experiences with the 1069th Military 
Intelligence Group in Vietnam and 
his “readjustment period" back in 
the U.S. Two threads bind war and 
peace for Griffin. The first is his 
buddy Trips, who tripped through 
the war on a variety of halluci- 
nogenics and who is now trying to 
involve our hero in murdering their 
former sergeant. The second binding 
thread, thin, pure white but as sturdy 
und as lethal as a hangman's rope, is 
heroin, which Griffin got into in 
Vietnam and which he can't get out 


as any of the American involvement 
in Vietnam. Young lads off the farm 
stagger about in a drugged haze; 
urban black draftees glower in their 
own quarters where no white dares 
enter; officers fear (and rightly) 
assassination at the hands of their 
own men; CIA agents grimly wire 
truck batteries to prisoners’ 
eyeballs; generals discuss cost effee- 
tiveness as they order oceans of 
herbicide sprayed over the jungle 
cover; and everyone talks about 
Charlie but no one knows what to do 
about him, much less find him before 


OLYDA 


If there is humour here, it ishardly 
the madcap merriment of Catch-22. 
Instead, it is the U.S. servicemun’s 
creative brand of gallows humour. 
Example: “At Fire Base Hula every- 
one was a mole. The gun crews slept 
in stinking dirt caves and ate their 
cold C-ration meals squatting in the 
trenches. The last man to take a peek 
over the top had developed a third 
eyé and seen paradise.” 

If there is horror here, it is the 
timeless horror of war, but with a 
macabre Vietnamese twist. Yes, 
when the rescue team reaches the 
downed helicopter, they predictably 
find the murdered crew with their 
severed genitals in their mouths. But 
they are also suspended by their 
necks on bicycle chains from the 
rotor blades of the aircraft. 


STEPHEN WRIGHT, who is cur- 
rently working on a second novel at 
Towa University, spent most of his 
time in Vietnam in military intelli- 
gence, studying aerial photos and 
marking suspicous areas for oblitera- 
tion by bombs. His job classification 
was “image interpreter.” The im- 
ages he has assembled in Meditations 
dn Green are easy enough to inter- 
pret. But beneath their bitterness, 
cynicism and horror is an all but 
smothered tiny 
humanity secking 
is the relief one finds from the sense
